Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 5 and 1 1 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
in claim 5, line 1, substitute ^'fo'^ with —of— and 
in claim 1 1, line 8, substitute "he" with —the--. 
Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC\^' 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be enlilled \o a patent unless - 

(b) tlie invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a tbreign countn- or in public use or on 
sale in tliis countrv'. more than one \ ear prior to the date of application tor patent in the United Slates. 

3. Claims 1-7, 10-17, and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Bishop et al. (US 4,965,82 1 ) (hereinafter referred to as 'Bishop'). 

Bishop teaches an automobile 12 equipped with a charge card cellular mobile 
radiotelephone (CMR) 16. A radio frequency transmission between an antenna IS installed on 
an automobile 12 and a cellular base station antenna 20 electromagnetically couples a CMR 16 
to cellular base station 22 .\ card reader 234 reads data, including personal identification 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC\^' 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent ina\ ntU be obtained though the iineiition is not identiealh diselosed or deserii>ed as set tbilh in 
section 102 ot tins title, if ihe dilTcrences between the siibiect matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such thai tlie subject inalter as a whole would liave been ob\ ious at the lime the in\ enliiMi w as made to a person 
ha\ing ordiiiarv skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negali\cd by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 8, 9, 18, and 19 are rejected under 35 L'.S.C. 1 03(d) as being uiipaleiuable over 
Bishop in view of Takizawa (US 5,046,125). The teachings of Bishop have been discussed 
above. 

Bishop lacks the teaching of the personal access number of the radio unit changing in 
response to a received signal after the user is permitted to engage in the local transaction. 

Takizawa teaches a method wherein a first lock code is immediately replaced with a 
second lock code to inhibit an unauthorized person from unlocking the equipment (col. 4, lines 
24-32). 

One of ordinary skill in the art would have readily recognized that changing the personal 

access number would ha\ e been beneficial tor added security w hich would ha\ e kept the radio 
unit from being fraudulently used Therefore, it w t>uld ha\ e been obv ious, at the time the 
invention was made, to modify the teachings of Bishop with the aforementioned teachings of 
Takizawa.
